IN LIMBO ONCE MORK. 


Wm. Knnaa Again in Trouble lor 


Beating Hi* Wife. 


Wm. Annas of Rudolph was ar- 


rested by Sheriff 
McLaughlm on 


Ihursday and brought to this city, 
charged with having beaten aiid 
bruised his wife. He was laken before 
Judge Gells, when an adjournment 
was taken until June 5th, when Dis- 
trict Attorney Wipperman will be al 
leisure to prosecute the case, lieing 
unable to furnish bail, William is 
thinking over his misdeeds behind the 
bars of the county jail. 


The first that the authorities knew 


of the matter was on Wednesday 
afternoon, when Iwo boys belonging 
to Annas, aged 8 and 13 years, came 
to the city and notified SheritV Mc- 
Laughlin that their mother had dis- 
appeared the day before and that they 
did not know where she was. They 
intimated thai there had been some 
trouble between their mothei 
and 


father, although they did not explain 
the matter tully, and the sheriff got 
out a warrant for the arrest of Annas 
and went to the scene of action. 


Annas was placed under arrest, but 


his wife was still missing and the 
sheriff instituted a search for her. 
Inquiry elicited the fact that some 
schoolchildren had seen Hie woman 
lying in the woods, but upon going to 
the^spot indicated she was nol Ihere. 


The search was 
continued, and 


about 10:30 o'clock Thursday morning 
the woman was found by the sheriff 
in llie woods, unable lo move from 
injuries she had received. 


Sheriff McLaughlin says that the 


family was not inclined to give any 
of the details of the matter until they 
found Ihal Annas had been placed 
under arrcsl and was unable to harm 
them, when they willingly told the 
whole affair. 


Their story was to the effect that 


Mrs. Annas had been helping her 
husband to pick rock in the field, but 
that she had not worked fast enough 
to suit him and thai Annas had picked 
up a big rock and throwing it at his 
wife had struck her in the side. Then 
he had kicked her and when she fell 
to the ground he had picked up a grub 
hoe and struck her across llie back, 
injuring her severely. He had then 
gone away and left her lying on the 
ground, and the woman, being unable 
to walk, had crawled into the woods 
and lain in hiding to be out of harm's 
way. 


This was on Tuesday, and on Wed- 


nesday afternoon when their mother 
did not return the children got scared 
and came to town to notify the author- 
ities. The poor woman lay iu the 
woods two nights and one day before 
she was discovered by the 
sheriff, 


without food or shelter 'of any kind, 
and being dressed very light in poor 
garments, her sufferings can probably 
be imagined, if not described. 
The 


woman is also in a delicate condition, 
which adds to Ihe pilifuluess of the 
case.

JURY OUT ONLY A FEW MINUTKS 


Case Occupies Nearly a Week and 


Over SUty Witnesnes 


Examined. 


On luesday the jury in the case of 


the State of Wisconsin vs. Ann McGill 
for arson decided that the defendant 
was not guilty of the charge and 
brought iu a verdict to that 
elVect 


aUer oemg out only a short time. 


llie defendant was charged 
with 


having set the lire that burned the 
lactory of the Marshlield Bedding Co 
last winter. 
The case attracted a 


great deal of attention and large 
crowds were in attendance each day 
of the trial. 


Over sixty witnesses were examined 


and cross examined and about nine- 
tenths of them seemed to know noth- 
ing whatever about the case any fur- 
ther than that there was a lire on the 
date named and that it was the Marsh- 
held Wedding company's factory. 


The prosecution based their case on 


the facts that the defendant's husband 
had been employed bv the bedding 
company and through some misunder- 
standing between him and the com- 
pany he had been discharged. 
Later 


he had been taken back into the em- 
ploy of the company and had again 
been discharged. 
Subsequently the 


lactory had been burned, apparently 
by an incendiary, and as several who 
had gone to the lire saw a woman 
coming from the factory, whom they 
took to be Mrs. McGill, the woman 
was arrested. 


Under cross examination most of 


the witnesses seemed to be just a trifle 
uncertain in the identification of the 
woman, although two men swore posi- 
tively that they recognised the woman 
to be Mrs. McGill. As the fire oc- 
curred at 7:15 o'clock on the 19th of 
January, a time of the year when it 
is dark except for what Tight the moon 
gives, it would naturally be very easy 
for a person hurrying to a fire to be 
mistaken in the identity of another 
whom he saw at a distance and going 
in the opposite direction. 


The defense 
had witnesses that 


swore to seeing the defendant in an- 
other part of the city at almost the 
same time that the tire occurred, too 
near to the same time, anyway, for 
her to have been iu both places, and 
this naturally killed the testimony of 
the^witnesses for the prosecution. 


The lawyers on both sides were good

The island of Martinique, the scene 


of one of the most awful catastrophes 
known in human annals, was discov- 
ered by Columbus on his fourth voy- 
age, in 1002, ami still bears the name, 
slightly moditied, which its C'arib .na- 
tives then called it. in ItiSD the French 
began to colonize it and the same year 
the city of St. Pierre was founded. Its 
early growth was rapid, for in 1057 we 
find that it had a population of 5,000, 
exclusive of the aborigines. 
Early in 


the 18th century slave labor wns intro- 
duced on the coffee and sugar planta- 
tions and by TOO there were 72,000 ne- 
groes on the island. On four different 
occasions during the wars between Ku- 
;!and and Franco the island was seized 
by the British, being finally restored'to 
France by the treaty of Paris in .ISM. 
In .1822 and again in 1S33 and ]SS!) the 
island was distracted 
by 
uprisings 


union.? the negro slaves; but (lie aboli- 
tion of slavery, in 18-18, forever put an 
end to those disturbances. 


The negroes rapidly increased and at 


the time of the last census they num- 
bered IfiO.UOO out of a total population 
of Itn.OOO. 
OC the remainder 15,000 


were Asiatics and ]0,000 pure whiles. 


Martinique, which has an area of 3.SO 


square miles, is a beautiful island. It 
has, however, its drawbacks. 
Among 


the latter are the deadly snake, the fer- 
do-lanco. the spider, the ant. the trop- 
ical plagues, the hurricane, (be earth- 
quake and volcano. 
So active have 


been the earthquake and volcano in an- 
cient times that the very island is com- 
posed almost entirely of volcanic ma- 
terial. 
In modern limes seismic dis- 


turbances have been numerous. In 17-7 
the island was shaken by an earth- 
quake and in J7U7 another seismic con- 


udsioii Is said to have 
caused 
Hie 


deaths of 1G.OUO people. 
In 177'.! the 


island's 
formications were 
thrown 


down by an earthquake. 


The most serious volcanic eruptions 


recorded in Martinique's history oc- 
curred in 181S, :S17, ]S23, JS30 and 
1851. 
In the latter year Mont Pelee 


belched forth huge volumes of smoke 
ami nshns and the city of St. Pierre 
and the surrounding country were cov- 
ered with a deep layer of ashes. Vege- 
tation, wherever these hot ashes fell, 
was 
destroyed. 
New 
hot 
springs 


gushed out of the sides of the moun- 
tain and the air was heavy with sul- 
phur fumes. 
The 
agitation 
ceased, 


however, without precipitating n trag- 
edy. 


Of the chief cities of Mnrlinque St. 


Pierre was the largest and wealthiest, 
its population exceeding 25,000, while 
the population of Fort de France, the 
capital, is Jess than 20.000.

sun's blazing rays, while It also con- 
tained an clement of danger—the iron 
lance, a name given lo a venomous 
serpent, whose bile was fatal unless 
prompt measures were resorted lo. In 
St. Pierre about l.dliO persons were at- 
tacked yearly, of whom 100 losl their 
lives.

spots in the park and on lawns, and 
any one silting in the grass was liable 
to be bitten. All over the island of 
Martinique the iron lance was in evi- 
dence and dreaded.

Samples were taken and the chemist 
of the Health Department reported 
the stuff to be "an alum powder," 
which analysis showed to be composed 
chiefly of alum and pulverized rock. 


The powder was declared to be dan- 


gerous to health, and several thousand 
pounds were carted to the offal dock 
and destroyed.

food,

Samples were taken and the chemist 
of the Health Department reported 
the stuff ro be -'an alum powder," 
which analysis showed to be composed 
chiefly of alum and pulverized rock. 


The powder was declared to be dan- 


gerous to health, and several thousand 
pounds vrere carted to the offal dock 
and destroyed. 


It is unsafe to experiment with these 


so-called '"cheap" articles of food. 
They are sure to be made from alum, 
rock, or other injurious matter. In 
baking powders, the high class, cream 
of tartar brands are the most econom- 
ical, because they go farther in use 
and are healthful bej-ond question.
